stabilising measure rather than legis- 
lation to establish the "ever normal 
granary" advocated by Secretary Wal- 
lace. 


Senator Kankhead of Alabama said 


that provisions for controlling produc- 
tion find marketing of cotton, wheat, 
corn, rice and tobacco were "more in 
line with what farmers want than 
plans of Secretary Wallace." 


Wallace hail urged that the 'ever 


normal granary" be established by 
storing cro psurpluscs under govern- 
ment loans, during good crop years, 
for use in years <:f poor* harvests. 


Chairman Smith 'Dem., S. C.i. of 


the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, 


agreed with l.iankhcad.s classification 
of the legislation as a "price stabilisa- 
tion" program rather than a "granary" 
bill, lie said the conference commit- 
tee's report on the lull would l>e ready 
for action in the hou.se Monday or 
Tuesday.

Latest estimates of the Agriculture 


Department indicate llie new farm bill 
will result in the production of 10,744,- 
200 bales of cotton on 24,'.168,500 acres 
this year, Senator Hatch (Dem., N. M.) 
said today. 


Hatch, a member of the conference 


committee that woked out the new 
crop control legislation, said the bill 
assures countie.s this year a minimum 
cotton acreage equal to (50 pur cent of 
that planted, in 1937, plus GO per cent 
of land diverted from cotton la.st. year. 


He said this provision was agreed 


upon to protect new cotton producing 
area:;. These include part of Arzomi, 
New Mexico, Arkansas, Calfornia. Mis- 
souri. Western Texas and Oklahoma. 
Hatch asserted. 


He said the latest estimates of the 


1038 cotton crop by states, included:

"At county lines acreage would be 


spill among individual farmers on a 
basis of total tilled acres," Hatch said. 


Hatch said the method of apportion- 


ment among farms would favor the 
farmer who had diversified his land 
and produced iood and feed crops. It 
also would tend to cause,' "one-crop 
farmers" to follow this diversification, 
he added. 


Hatch said the "tiO and GO" formula 


had been worked out as a substitute 
for an amendment by Senator Haydirn 
(Dem., An.i. which would have given 
each county 7u per cent of HOT acre- 
age. He said that every cotton farm- 
er was assured a minimum of five 
acres, unless, he had cultivated less 
than that in the past. In the.se cases 
the minimum would aqueal his largest 
planting in recent years, 
If these pro- 


visions did not assure a grower at 
least two bale;;, he would get that 
quota. 


Hatch said five per cent of the 10,- 


000,000-bale base cotton quota would 
be used to assure small farmers of 
their minimum, and provide for the 
development of new 
lands, and 
re- 


moval of inequalities caused by drouths 
or other natural disasters.

Must Be 100% Aryan 


BERLIN--l/IV-Thc German econom- 


ics ministry, fostering a "new Ger- 
man culture in dressing," has de- 
clared Jews unfit to collaborate with 
Aryan tailors, dress-makers and de- 
signers. 


A decree was issued by the ministry 


forbidding Jews to open new whole- 
>ale or rcail textile shops in Berlin, 


les center of the Reich's textile in- 


dustry. The ban applies to Aryans 
also nil the end of 191)8, when new 
shops may be opened by them. 


The decree, however, emphasizes that 


applications by Jews will be rejected 
on principle.

WASHINGTON-M'j—Southern sen- 


ators made plans, subject to change. 
Friday for an early showdown on the 
anti-lynching bill. 


While Senator Borah, Idaho Repub- 


lican, attacked the measure's consti- 
tutionality, the Southerns agreed ten- 
tatively on an attempt to call up the 
independent offices appropriation bill, 
thus side-tracking the long-debated 
anti-lynching measure. 


Wagner Defends Hill 


WASHINGTON— (/I')— An author of 


the anti-lynching bill vigorously de- 
fended it in the senate Thursday while 
opponents prepared 
new 
speeches 


against the legislation. 


Senator Wagner 'Dem., N. Y.) de- 


clared proponents of the measure were 
entitled to a vote and determined to 
have it. He said it was "an extremely 
risky, foolhardy thing" to contend the 
bill is unconstitutional before the su- 
preme court has ruled on it. 


Opponents of the measure relied on 


Senator Borah (R., Ida.) to challenge 
constitutionality of the measure in an 
address Friday. 


Since the session of congress began 


Southern senators have prevented a 
vote by prolonged debate. 
Senator 


Connally (Dem., Tex.) said Thursday 
night he hoped the measure could be 
shelved soon so the senate could take 
up pending appropriations and other 
legislation. 


Wagner said that past decisions of 


the Supreme Court "serve as a com- 
plete answer to the arguments that the 
bill would destroy stales'

Dees Our Nation Lack Ordinary Politeness? 


THE contention frequently is heard that the United States 
i 
rapidly is becoming-a nation of impolite and discourteous 


p'eople. 


Persons who have come off second best in an altercation 


with a traffic cop, or with another motorist, are inclined to 
shake their heads and complain about the decline of common 
courtesy. 


Some bemoan the fact that it is now common practice for 


men to keep their hats on in elevators, and allow women to 
stand while they remain seated in a street car or bus. 


Children, it is argued, are less inclined to respect their 


elders, and more inclined to disregard old maxims such as 
"Silence is golden" and "Speak when you're spoken to." 
* * * 


THE question raised here may be more or less academic, but 
1 they lend interest to a recent survey which the Union In- 
.specters Club, working with the WPA. made in a "politeness 
survey" among children of every age, color, race and economic 
class in New York City. 


Here are some of the facts disclosed: 
Underprivileged children from tenement districts are 


more polite than those from fashionable neighborhoods. 


Fifty boys and girls said they believe use of "Sir" or 


Ma'am" when addressing elders constituted "servility." 
- - Many of the children defended their right to talk when- 
ever they chose, regardless of whether it meant interrupting 
their elders. 


A large number of boys voted that tipping of hats is un- 


necessary. 


•Most of the children believe subway pushing to be not a 


matter of discourtesy but necessary to get somewhere. 


The boys, as a whole, were found to be more courteous 


and polite than the girls. 


Chinese children'were the most polite of any nationality 


Studied, followed by those of Italian. French, Japanese and 
Irish descent. 


American boys and girls were the rudest and most dis-' 


courteous of the whole lot. * * * 
TT IS a sad commentary, indeed, that nativeborn children, 
1 with all the advantages which a wealthy and progressive 
nation can provide, should be lacking in politeness when 
com- 


pared with children who live in squalid tenements, play in the 
street, and grow up in the rougher strata of society. " 


Taken as a whole, it may be that our politeness as a na- 


tion is no worse than it was 50 years ago, and that the average 
person is not really rude but merely the victim of our hurry- 
up civilization. 


But it would appear that our children could take a lesson 


in common courtesy from the "heathen Chinee."

It's a good rule, too, for many pic- 
tures. For instance, if you take a 
picture of your house, "and g, t so 
close thai yon haxv to l i l t ihe cam- 
era, upward, your picture will show 
Ihohotiso as if it were- t i l l e d back oil 
its foundations, which isn't tho ef- 
fect you waul at all. 


But, 
in a great many pictures, an 


unusual viewpoint gives added in- 
terest. Ami, for many subjects, Ihe 
"bird's eye" or "worm's eye" angle 
is a natural point of view. 


For example, suppose you see a 


painter on a nil) laddt r doing repair 
work on a store sign? U you snap 
him from some distance down the 
street, the picture won't. bc< espe- 
cially interesting. But—what if you 
iti-u almost, under tht» ladder, with 
tho cuiuera." j^)1:.teil otraiglu up at 


him? You will get an "angle" pic- 
ture that catches the eye instantly 
ana if you try snaps from two or 
three, angles, turning the camera so 
that tho lines of the ladder and store 
sign "lead into" the picture in dif- 
ferent ways, you may get several 
striking arrangements. 


"Whether it is a "natural" view of 


an unusual subject, or an unusual 
view of an ordinary subject, tho 
"aiiKlo shot" nearly always has in- 
terest value. A small boy curled up 
in a big armchair with a book is a 
good pit-lure subject from a normal 
viewpoint. But why not try a snap 
of him from a high viewpoint, sucli 
as from a box or table or even from 
tho household stcphulder? It might 
give an even belter picture. 


I saw an interesting "straight- 


down" snap recently made fn.m a 
window right over the snapshooin-'s 
front door. Two

era,

They Run the Government

WASHINGTON — The

jangled in the senator's office. His sec- 
retary answered. 


"A call from the While House," she 


said. "Mr. Roosevelt wishes to speak 
to you." 


The senator took the phone and an- 


swered eagerly. Then his face fell. 
The caller was James, the President's 
son! 


But the senators are getting used to 


this now. 
Six months as an official 


secretary to the President, arid more 
than a year of more informal relations 
as an assistant, have cut for James 
Roosevelt a definite niche in the gov- j 
ernment's executive structure. 


Son James has had to cut that niche 


himself, for he took the job amid 
considerable skepticism among those 
who muttered: 


"Nice fellow, and all that, but in- 


experienced, young, and after all, just 
papa's boy." 


Made Himself Useful 


The tall, slim, smiling figure who j 


rises to greet you in the plain white- ! 
walled office across the hall from the 
President's office in the White House. 
is very plainly his father's son. The 
infectious smile, the easy assurance, 
tho quick knack of putting the caller 
at his ease—these are all immediately 
apparent family traits. 


The large portrait of the President 


hanging above the fireplace, the fam- 
ily group picture on the mantle, the 
copy 
of 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt's 
"This 


Troubled World" on the desk, all show 
that there is no effort to minimize the 
family relationship. 


But that is far from all of the pic- 


ture. James Roosevelt in six months 
has very definitely made himself, not 
only to his father but to the heads of 
a score of independent executive or- 
ganizations of the government who 
reg'.ilarly confer with him. He is al- 
so useful to a large number of mem- 
bers of Congress and miscellaneous 
piople 
having 
business 
wtih 
the 


executive. 


He I'n't Marking- Time 


There are still some veteran con- 


grcs:men who feel that they merit 
direct access to the presidential ear, 
and wh"> have been annoyed at having 
to deal with son James. 


But even tome of these have be- 


come reconciled to find that it is bet- 
ter to talk to James and get action 
on what they want, than to try for days 
or weeks to reach the President in 
person and have their business lost in 
the deluge of administrative detail 
which daily engulfs the President. 


James is not simply marking time at 


the White House. He believes there is 
a job to do there, and is trying hard 
to do it. 


Will he run for governor of Mas- 


sachustts. where he has established 
residence at Framingham? 


''Net in \938!" comes the direct and

A head of a family is defined by in- | 


come-tax regulations as "an individ- 
ual who actually supports and main- | 
tains in one household one or more 1 
persons who are closely connected with | 
him by blood relationship, relation- ! 
fhip by marriage, or by adoption, and 
whose right to exercise family con- 
trol and provide for these dependent 
individuals is based upon some moral 
or legal obligation." The exemption 
allowed a head of a family is $2,500. 
The phrase ''in one household" may 
be interpreted as meaning the tax- 
payer's personal residence, an apart- 
ment, rooms in a boarding house, hotel, 
etc. 


Under certain circumstances it is not 


necessary that the taxpayer and his 
depsndents live under one roof dur- 
ing the entire taxable year in order 
that the taxpayer may be allowed the 
exemption. If the common home is 
maintained and the parent is away 
on business or a child is away at school 
or on a visit, the exemption is allow- 
able. Moreover, if a parent is obliged 
to maintain his dependent children 
with relatives or in a boarding house, 
while he lives elsewhere, the exemp- 
tion still applies. If, however, with- 
out necessity, the dependent makes 
his home elsewhere, the benefactor i.s 
net the head of a family. 


The sam rule is applicable 10 tho 


:erm "living together" in the case of a 
.•usband and wife. If occasionally and 
:emporarily the husband is away on 
Business or the wife on a visit, the 
common home being maintained, the 
i2,500 exemption still applies. The un- 
avoidable absence of husband or wife 
at a sanatorium does not preclude the 
exemption. But if the husband con- 
tinuously makes his home at one place 
and the wife at another, they are not 
living together within the meaning of 
the revenue act.
